ELECTION REFORM PRINCIPLES. 
In determining the reforms necessary to assure 
honest elections, the principles underlying 


elections should be kept in mind and the laws and/| 
practices should be brought into conformity with’ 


them. 


The fundamental principle is the protection of the 


ballot box from all fraud or*improper influences 
without regard to party or personal interest. The 
public interest in elections is paramount. 

Hitherto the law has been 
purpose of giving party organizations, especially the 
dominant party organization, the advantage over the 
public, 

The first necessity is to break the power of party 
committeemen in the control of primary or general 
elections through the selection of judges and clerks 
of election. The election commission should be re- 


quired to appoint and organize a competent corps of | 


judges and clerks from available material in any part 
of the city and retain them under probation. 

The opportunity for registration should be open at 
all times under safeguards as to the identity, legality 
and voting status of registrants. A card index sys- 
tem in the Election Commissioners’ office, with care- 
ful revision, is preferable to holding general reg- 
istration days. The object of this plan is to offer 
every qualified voter an opportunity to register and 
vote, and to eliminate all fraud. 

All elections should be brought under the general 
election laws with similar safeguards and penalties 
for fraud and improper or corrupt practices. 

Proof of election by fraud should invalidate the 
election. The penalties of crime should be visited 
upon those responsible for it-and its beneficiaries. 

One of the principal labors of those who will frame 
the election laws should be their simplification. The 
e:ection system should be simple, not complex, and 
the laws should be clear and direct.

ANTWINE’S OPINION, 
CANNOT recall another time when I was 80 
curlous about Congress as I have been of 
late,” Mr. Antwine said.
